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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Species A in the reply filed on 23 September 2004 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it appears to exceed 1 50 
words. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 10-1 1 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 10 
is not clear whether the stop means in abutment with the handle or the stop means is an 
abutment on the handle. In claim 11, line 1, "h Id" should be -held-. Appropriate 



correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

6. Claims 1-5 and 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Remus (US 6,360,443). 

Remus discloses all the recited elements of the invention including: 

a) a handle (12); 

b) an operational member (30); 

c) a control member (88); 

d) an arm (70, 77); 

e) a guide groove (48); 

f) a first connecting formation (at 84); 

g) a second connecting formation (at 39);

h) wherein the first connecting formation is further away than the second 
connecting formation from a first end of the handle that is remote from 
both the first and second connecting formations when the operational 
member is folded into the handle and the first connecting formation is 
nearer than the second connecting formation to the first end of the handle 
when the operational member is folded out of the handle (see Figs. 5 & 7). 
Regarding claim 2, the arm is flat (Fig. 4). Regarding claim 3, the handle is flat 
(Fig. 4). Regarding claim 5, releasable locking means comprising a leaf spring 
(at 24). Regarding claims 9-10, as best understood, stop means (34 or a short 
side edge of 24). 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Collins and Cheng are cited to show related devices.
